The regular trading ship Belvidera, Captain Hob- 
son, arrived at this port on Wednesday evening, with 
a full cargo of dry goods for merchants of this city. 
She sailed from Liverpool on the 6th of February ; 
brings papers to that date—their contents, however, 
are not interesting—there was nothing politically 
new. The following letter will show the state of 
the Liverpool market :— 
LivERPOOL, 5th Feb. 1822. 

We have again the pleasure of waiting on you with 
our Price Current, which we are sorry to say, pre- 
sents very little encouragement for shipments here. 
Cotton continues at very low prices, and those who 
have the reputation of being best informed in the 
trade, do not expect any improvement to justify hold- 
ing imports over for better prices. 

It is well understood that the rot has made con- 
siderable ravages in some places, but in others the 
crop isabundant, and the quantity in excess over last 
year’s import, expected from the Brazils and other

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MORE PIRACY.—The schr. Constitution, Capt, 
Huxford, from New York, bound to Trinidad, has 
been captured by a piratica!l vessel, on board of which 
Capt. H. remained 15 days, when he and his crew 
were set on shore on Cuba, whence they travelled to 
Havana, as has been stated before. Capt. H. states, 
as a positive fact, that twenty-one of the villians com- 
hosing part of the crew of the priratical vessel, were 
the same men who had been tried and convicted of fii- 
racy at New Orleans, and PARDONED by the Presi- 
of the United States ! ! They boasted of it; and 
when Capt. H. asked for permission to come on deck 
and take the air, as he was almost suffocated in the 
hold, they told him it was not so hot or uncomforta- 
ble as the jail of New Orleans. Those same twenty- 
one pirates, in less than thirty days trom the time 
they were liberated from New Orleans, were on 
board that vessel, and at their old trade. Many of 
them told Capt. H. that it was their captain’s 
intention, when he started on the cruise, to murder 
all hands of every vessel he took, but that his heart 
failedhim. So it appears that the captain could not 
shed blood—but from his extreme humanity, he 
thought it much better to put them on a desolate 
Sand Key, and leave them to linger away by hunger 
and thirst. 

This statement ought to be published in every pa- 
per from Maine to Mississippi, that we may not here- 
after learn, of any more pirates being pardoned.—

He went on board 
below New Orleans; and the Captain was furnished 
with a warrant, and a special deputation endorsed to 
arrest him and send him ashore. ‘This was not done, 








;it appears, and even after his arrival at New York, 
so well did he manage, as to get ashore with lis gold 


in belts buckled round his body. He had left his 
wife and two children aboard, and the police officers 
were stationed there to wait his coming back for 
them. By the treachery of some of the hands, how- 
ever, who went ashore for the purpose, he was 
warned of his danger and made off out of the city, as 
soon as possible. It appears that he has since been 
apprehended, and is now safe in the hands of justice. 
When arrested, he had a belt round him, in which 
a pair of pistols, heavily loaded, a dagger, knife, 
and ammunition, were all arranged in the best order 
for defence. He was taken in bed at his lodgings.
